Torrance Chamber Presl 
dent, Bill Shawger, backed up 
these comments stating tha 
90% of any business recession 
is psychological and deter 
mined by the thinking of the 
majority of t h e people. In 
stead of reporting about the 
6" of unemployment, the 
communications media shouk 
take a positive approach, he 
challenged. "For instance 
94% of the people are em 
ployed," he said. "It's the 
greatest number, nearly 6.r 
million, that the country has 
ever had at work. 

SUPPORT
Others in the study group 

gave further support to this 
viewpoint with a few quotes 
from "Red" Motley, president 
of the U.S. Chamber, speak­ 
ing at the recent Aircade in 
Los Angeles.

Motley pointed out thai 
1060 was one of the highest 
years inour history for per 
sonal savings of the people in 
this country. This idicate? 
that many people had the 
ability, but for some reason 
hesitated to buy "big ticket' 
items. He emphasized that ii 
is up to the individual busi 
nessmen to take advantage o 
the opportunity presented by 
65 million wage earners anx 
ious to buy. "(Jet active. Don' 
sit around and wait. The busi 
nessmen who are pushing 
their advertising and sales 
profe -ams and planning for 
future improvement are the 
ones \ ho will get the busi 
ness," j o said.

'ROBLEMS
It. is tn f. there are certain 

problems of conversion and 
unemployment in a few indus­ 
tries. However, this situation 
should continue to improve 
and, in fact, all our evidence 
points to a better year for 
1961 than 1960. It is interest­ 
ing to note, as "Red" Motley 
pointed out, in the last 161 
years of our counery's history 
there have only been 16 years 
which were worse for busi­ 
ness than the preceding year 
With these "odds," and our 
free enterprise system, as 
"Red Motley states, "What is 
our businessman or citizen 
waiting for? Now is the time 
for us all to make those plans 
and start doing them'"
